The money cost of the war has been estimated at the tre- 
mendous sum of two hundred and ‘fifty billion dollars. Think 
of the callous waste of wealth the pouring out of that vast 
treasure meant! The mind rebels at trying to realize the 
hugeness of such a sum of wealth. What wonderful good for 
all humanity could have been brought about by the expendi- 
ture of such a treasure on the things that would make life 
nobler, richer and sweeter for all. 

But that is not the worst loss. Wealth can be replaced, but 
lives cannot be restored. Neither can racked body or mind be 
made whole. The youth of the world made the great sacrifice, 

“Poured out the red, sweet wine of life; 
Gave up the years to be of work and joy, 
And that unhoped serene that men call age; 
And those who would have been their son 
They gave—their immortality.” 


NATIONAL HOLDINGS OF THE WORLD’S GOLD 


The total of the world’s gold stocks is around 18,500 tons of 
the yellow metal. 

A very few nations hold the bulk of this supply. 
are sticking to it like grim death! 

The United States leads. That country has 7,000 tons of 
gold locked away in its strong boxes. 

Thrifty and materialistic France is second on the list with 
4,700 tons. This treasure is safely disposed of in great sub- 
terranean fortresses. 

Great Britain, forced off gold a couple of years ago, when 
her supplies diminished almost to the vanishing point, has re- 
stored her gold stocks to 1,450 tons. 

Spain has 655tons of gold, Belgium 555 tons, and Italy 500 
tons. The remainder is held in smaller lots by the rest of the 
nations. Germany is almost at the bottom with only 40 tons. 

And every nation is trylng desperatey to get more gold into 
its coffers.

LISPING THE ALPHABET OF, ANNIHILATION! 


Eighteen years ago on November 11th the armistice, which 
was the first step towards ending thé Great War, was.signed. 
The world heaved an immense sigh of relief and the peoples 
of the victorious nations went crazy with joy. 

Within a few months of the war’s end, the Earl of Asquith 
said: ‘The first and most obvious experience of this war is 
the unexplored and still incalculable effect of harnessing of 
science to the chariot of destruction. We have seen in these 
four years only the rudimentary application of methods and 
agencies unknown and undreamed of in campaigns of the past. 

“Science has in these matters not only said her last word; 
she is still lisping the alphabet of annihilation. 

“Tf she is to be diverted from her humanizing mission of re- 
creating our shattered résources and reviving our waste places, 
and endowing and enriching our common life; if she is to be 
diverted for another twenty years into the further elaboration 
of the mechanism and chemistry of destruction; we may as 
well pray for the speediest possible return of the glacial epoch. 

“Better a planet on which life has become physically im- 
possible than one in which it has degenerated into a form of 
organized suicide.” 

In the light of what has transpired during the past sixteen 
years it might be well for the world to ponder deeply on the 
inspired words of a great British statesman. 


RAILWAYS MAKING AMBITIOUS PLANS

FALL WHEAT AND RYE 

AND HAY . 
weThe total ylield of fall wheat in 
Canada in 1934'is pow estimated at 
7,022,000 bushels” from 425,600 acres, 
a yield of 16.5 bushéls per acre, as 
compared. with 14,031,000 | bushels 
from 559,000 acres, a yleld pér acre 
of 26.1 bushele*in’ 1933. The 1934 
production of fall wheat is the lowest 
in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
records dating from 1908, due chiefly 
to winter-killing and severe drought 
conditions in the, counties of Ontario 
where ‘most of the fall wheat is 
grown, 

The production of fall rye in Can- 
ada in 1934 is estimated at 5,239,000 
bushels, an increase of 1,785,000 bush- 
els as compared with1933. The in- 
crease is largely due to inoreased 
acreages in the Prairie Provinces. 

Winter-killing of hay and clover 
méatows in Ontario, and severe 
drought which has serlously affected 
all provinces except Quebec and Bri- 
tish Columbia, have resulted in the 
lowest hay crop on record, namely 
9,884,000 tons, as compared with11, 
443,000 tons in 1933. The first cutting 
of alfalfa yielded only, 778,000 tons, 
as compared with a first cutting ot 
1,194,000 tons in 1933, this large de- 
crease being due also to the severe 
winter and lack of molsture.

FOUR ESSENTIALS 
RAISING 

The first essential in the production 
of suitable hogs for the market is to 
have sows of good bacon type, breed- 
ing, and quality, and to breed these 
sows to a high-class bacon-type boar. 
Such breeding stock will produce 
young pigs with a framework on 
which the finished select bacon hog 
can be built by proper care and feed- 
ing. The second essential {s that 
young pigs must be kept growing 
steadily from: weaning to marketing. 
With proper feeds and good manage- 
ment, select bacon hogs are ready for 
market when seven months 
old.,Thirdly, close observation should 
be given pigs at all stages of devel- 
opment,..but the most critical period 
in the life of the bacon hog is just 
before and after weaning and until 
the pig has reached a weight of about 
80 pounds, At this stage, care must 
be taken to make sure that the ration 
is properly balanced.

French. side of the bridge did some 
sniffing and tapping, took a measure- 
ment or two, prized up a few strips 
of panelling, and found 370 pounds of 
flat cheese snugly stowed away. On 
another occasion there was no neces 
sity for much sniffing. A boatload 
of Gorgonzola, far out at sea, declar- 
ed itself and captured off Cap 
Martin by the Monaco customs. On

still another occasion there was an

@ Perhaps the extravagant claims that have been put forward 
from time to time by distillers for the age of their whiskies are 
founded on the fact that the origin of making wine is lost in 
the mists of antiquity. One can only guess at the acons that 
may have elapsed between the time the grape was grown, and 
its real pu on earth discovered. fhe vine is known to 
have existed in the tertiary period, and since that time has 
survived all great natural catastrophes and upheavals. 


@ Those of us who believe in a great plan or purpose into 
which the puny, temporal affairs of man are Divinely fitted 
must sce a significance in this fact. Whatever else was per- 
mitted to perish, the vine was not. The fossil-remains of the 
vine which have been excavated show a shrub with many 
large leaves, and grapes in small irregular clusters which mus: 
have been vicious and acid to the taste. 


@ The improvement of the vine came probably by accident. 
A branch would have been broken off, and ic eae noticed 
that the fruic that followed was better than before. Thus was 
the arc of pruning born. 


® That the vine, the grape and ie ol of the grape were 
known long before the beginning of written history is proved 
from the face that the firse reference we have to them is to be 
found in Genesis IX, 20, 21. It reads: *‘And Noah began to be 
a husbandman, and he planted a vineyard . . . And he drank 
of the wine and was drunken."’ Evidently the discovery of 
fermentation had been made long before Noah's lapse, 
which, however, as the context will show, was responsible for 
our presence on earth to-day. 


@ The Persians have a legend which is as near the truth as 
we are ever likely to arrive. It tells of the great Jamsheed who 
had been accustomed to grape juice when freshly expressed 
He thought it would be a fine idea to gather quite a stock of 
it to tide him over the long months when the vine was not 
hearing. So he collected a quantity of grape juice and stored 
icin jars. One day, a few weeks later, he took a considerable 
slug and was almost immediately conscious of strange and 
painful proceedings in his stomach. The wine, in fact, was 
in process of fermentation and was foul and nauscous. 


@ Why he didn’t empty the jars, we do not know. It was 


fine-quality gluten. Flour mi led from 
Canadian wheat satisfies this require- 
ment and consequently 70 per cent 
of the imports are of flour made from 
Canadian wheat.
